suspect left the location.

The 
vehicle was followed away from the location by Deputies se. | O 
were driving undercover vehicles. The vehicle was followed to northbound Pearl 
Avenue where Deputies Nuques and [lfattempted to conduct a traffic stop on the 
vehicle to identify the driver.

When detectives pulled in behind the suspect, the suspect stopped his vehicle in the 
middle of Pearl Avenue, exited the vehicle, and began running westbound through the 
driveway of two residences (and [J North Pear! Avenue). Deputies Nuques 
and ran after the suspect. Deputies Nuques and [saw the suspect 
reach for his waistband as he ran from the vehicle and he continued to pull at his 
waistband as he ran from them. Deputies Nuques and [| communicated between 
themselves that the suspect might be armed. They chased the suspect west on the 
driveway, giving him commands to stop and identifying themselves as sheriffs, until the 
suspect reached the end of the driveway. Deputies land Nuques did not put out 
any radio traffic during the foot pursuit, but Deputy heard someone (Deputy 
— put out radio traffic that they were running west. Deputy who was 
watching the traffic stop drove to corresponding numbers on the street to the west to 
attempt to contain the running suspect.

The suspect reached the rear fence of EE and attempted to get

Deputy [I followed the suspect to the north side of the trailer, while Deputy 
Nuques took a position to the south east of the trailer. The suspect pulled a dark semi- 
automatic handgun from his waist area and from where Deputy [EEE had positioned 
himself, he could see the front of the weapon had crossed the suspect's torso and was 
pointing in the direction of Deputy Nuques, as the suspect cleared the rear of the trailer. 
Deputy ia yelled to Deputy Nuques “gun, gun, gun” and fearing for his partner's 
safety, he fired five rounds at the suspect. 


Deputy Nuques saw the suspect come from behind the trailer and as he did, he could 
see the gun. He ordered the suspect to drop the gun, but the suspect was slightly 
crouched and he turned toward Deputy Nuques with the handgun pointing in his 
direction. The gun was in the suspect's right hand and he was holding it across his 
stomach pointing it at Deputy Nuques. Deputy Nuques, fearing for his life, fired five 
rounds as the suspect ran from the trailer, across the front of the garage, toward the 
fence between the properties of [and [J North Pearl Avenue. 


The suspect climbed the wrought iron fence between [ifand North Pearl 
Avenue. He took a few steps and fell in the grass area. Deputy broadcast 
over his radio that they had been in a shooting and covered the suspect until assisting 
units arrived. When assisting units arrived, the suspect was taken into custody and 
paramedics from Compton Engine Company 42, Squad 442 treated the suspect. The 
suspect was transported to Saint Francis Medical Center for a gunshot wound to his left 
upper body.

The 
transmissions are not picked up by a “repeater” which 
boosts the signal strength and is recorded. The signal 
strength of a radio transmission picked up by the 
repeater can be heard County wide but cannot be heard 
if the units are close by each other.

Prior to the transportation, Deputy [EM advised the suspect of his rights, and the 
suspect stated he had purchased the gun for thirty dollars.

Deputy Nuques was interviewed by IAB Sergeants Hamil and Carrizosa on June 12, 
2013 at 1050 hours. He was advised of his right to representation and he was 
represented by Attorney Leslie Wilcox from the Law Firm of Green and Shinee. 


The following is a summary of his interview. For his complete verbatim interview, see 
the attached transcripts included in the IAB case book in the transcription section. 


Deputy Nuques' statement and description of the incident during this interview was 
essentially the same as he provided to Homicide Detectives. He then answered 
questions relative to tactics and training. 


Deputy Nuques related he was working the Surveillance and Apprehension Team 1. He 
was the team leader and has worked the team for approximately thirteen years. On 
February 8, 2012, his team was tasked with locating and arresting Suspect Amanal on 
an outstanding warrant and he was also advised by Homicide detectives that Suspect 
Amanal was a suspect in a possible homicide. He stated the team attended a briefing 
prior to deploying for the operation and all members of the team were provided a “work- 
up” of the suspect. 


Deputy Nuques stated he was assigned to the “takedown” vehicle along with deputy 
mE He stated he is normally assigned as the takedown vehicle. He stated the 
vehicle is equipped with takedown lights and a siren and that he was the driver. He 
stated a person matching the description of the suspect left the target location in the 
maroon van and the suspect was followed away by surveillance units (Deputies BEEE] 
and (J. Deputy Nuques stated they caught up to the surveillance vehicles on 
North Pearl Avenue; he informed the surveillance vehicles that they were behind them 
and the surveillance vehicles pulled to the side of the road to let them behind the 
vehicle. He stated he activated his lights to stop the vehicle and the vehicle slowed 
down. He said the suspect was looking at them in the side view mirror and stopped in 
the middle of the street. The suspect opened the driver's door, looked at him and 
grabbed his waist band and began to run westbound through the driveway between two 
residences. 
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Deputy Nuques stated they chased after the suspect as he ran between two parked 
cars. He stated he had visual contact with his partner and they were communicating 
with each other about the suspect tugging at his waistband. He said as they chased the 
suspect, both he and his partner were giving commands to the suspect to stop. They 
chased the suspect until the suspect reached the garage and the suspect couldn't get 
over the wall, so he ran behind a small trailer. He said he lost sight of his partner for a 
moment as the suspect ran eastbound behind the trailer, because he took a position at 
the northwest corner of the trailer. 


Deputy Nuques stated the suspect emerged from behind the trailer and the suspect was 
pointing a handgun at him, stating he could see the barrel as the suspect turned 
towards him. He said he started shooting because he was in fear of his life. He said he 
fired as the suspect continued to run, and he could hear his partner also firing. He said 
he shot all of his rounds in one volley as the suspect ran from the trailer to when he 
started to scale the wrought iron fence. 


IAB Note: Deputy Nuques stated that when he reviewed his 
Homicide Transcripts, he told Homicide Detectives he 
shot at the suspect while the suspect was climbing over 
the fence. He said he thought they were talking of his, 
(Nuques) total shots. He stated he did not shoot at the 
suspect as he climbed the fence. All of his shots were 
between the time the suspect emerged from behind the 
trailer and the end of the garage to where the wrought 
iron fence was. 


Deputy Nuques stated the suspect climbed the fence, took a couple of steps and fell to 
the ground. He stated the suspect's hands were underneath him and they could not 
see if he was still armed at that point. He stated his partner got on the radio and 
advised they were in a shooting and they took positions to cover the suspect until 
additional units arrived. He stated Deputy arrive and covered the suspect 
and he approached the suspect and placed him in handcuffs and searched the suspect. 
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Deputy Nuques stated they had good radio communications between the surveillance 
units during the traffic stop. He stated all of the radios were set to the tactical frequency 
and were in the “direct” function. He said neither he nor his partner put out radio traffic 
during the foot pursuit, because they knew Deputy [J was behind them and that 
he would assume that responsibility because he was familiar with the area, and it was 
discussed during the briefing. He said he didn’t hear any radio traffic on the tactical 
frequency until his partner advised that they were involved in a shooting. He assumed 
Deputy had because he could hear units responding. 


Deputy Nuques stated he didn’t see the firearm during the foot pursuit, but by the 
suspect's actions he believed he was trying to pull out a firearm. He stated the foot 
pursuit was to contain and arrest the suspect. He stated the suspect was only 
approximately fifteen to twenty feet in front of them and that if the suspect had scaled 
the fence they would have terminated the foot pursuit and set up a containment. 


He stated from the time the suspect ran from the vehicle until the shooting occurred was 
fifteen to twenty seconds at best. He did not see any civilians in the back yard at the 
time of the shooting and he was able to use both sights on his weapon. He stated his 
backdrop was the detached garage. Deputy Nuques stated after the suspect was 
detained he assisted in searching for the firearm, and found it next to a barbeque on 
some trash next to the wrought iron fence. He also stated at the time of the traffic stop 
he was unaware the vehicle was reported stolen.

Deputy [I statement and description of the incident during this interview was 
essentially the same as he provided to Homicide Detectives. He then answered 
questions relative to tactics and training. 


Deputy [J related he was working the Surveillance and Apprehension Team 1. 

He has been on the team for approximately three years. On February 8, 2012, his team 
was tasked with locating and arresting Suspect Amanal on an outstanding warrant and 
he was also advised by Homicide detectives that Suspect Amanal was a suspect in a 
possible Homicide. He stated the team attended a briefing prior to deploying for the 
operation and all members of the team were provided a “work-up” of the suspect. 


Deputy [I stated he was assigned to the “takedown” vehicle along with Deputy 
Nuques. He stated he is normally assigned as the takedown vehicle. He stated the 
vehicle is equipped with takedown lights and a siren and that he was the passenger. 
He stated that he and Deputy Nuques were wearing full “Sam Brown” gun belts and a 
raid jacket or vest with the Sheriff's Department logos on them. He stated on that 
particular day, the radios were all set to the tactical frequency due to the continually 
changing aspect of the operation. He stated that because they rotate and change 
positions, no one was designated as the “Hot” radio 
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Deputy Bate a person matching the description of the suspect left the target 
location in the maroon van and the suspect was followed away by surveillance units 
(Deputies J and ES. Deputy stated they caught up to the 
surveillance vehicles on North Pearl Avenue and their job was to identify the suspect 
and ultimately arrest the suspect. He stated his partner activated his lights to stop the 
vehicle and the vehicle abruptly stopped in the middle of the road. He said the suspect 
opened the driver's door and looked at him and began to run westbound through the 
driveway between two residences. He stated they followed the suspect but did not think 
they were in foot pursuit. He stated he did not think he or his partner put out anything 
on the radio, but remembered hearing over the radio that the suspect was running. 


Deputy [EE stated as the suspect was running, the suspect put both hands into his 
waistband. He stated that if the suspect had stopped, they would have arrested him. 
He stated he lost visual contact with his partner, but they were able to communicate 
verbally. He stated as they followed the suspect they were giving verbal commands for 
the suspect to stop. He stated they followed the suspect until the suspect got to the 
rear of the property. He stated he lost visual contact with the suspect as the suspect 
went behind the trailer but only for a second. He stated he was approximately seven 
feet behind the suspect the entire time 


Deputy [J stated when they reached the trailer, he followed the suspect and his 
partner stayed at the front of the trailer. He took a position at the northwest corner of 
the trailer, while his partner took the southeast corner. He stated as the suspect started 
to run south, he saw him holding a firearm in his right hand. He stated the suspect was 
turning his upper body from his right to left, toward his partner. He stated he yelled that 
the suspect had a gun. He stated as soon as he saw the gun pointed at his partner he 
fired five times at the suspect. He stated he fired all five rounds at once, only picking up 
his front sight. He stated his backdrop was the house to the south. He did not hear his 
partner shoot. 


Deputy I stated the suspect continued south, climbing a wrought iron fence. He 
stated the suspect collapsed after taking a few steps. He immediately put out radio 
traffic that they had been involved in a shooting and waited for additional units to arrive 
before taking the suspect into custody. He stated he did not see any civilians in the 
backyard at the time of the shooting, but discovered Witness =z in the garage of 
the location. He assisted in the search for the firearm and found it in a recycling bin 
next to the wrought iron fence/gate.

Sergeant Newsom stated his team was tasked to locate a (I and possibly 
wanted in a couple of murders. They had a briefing prior to deploying and they had 
several locations where the suspect might be located. He stated everyone on his team 
had a copy of the work-up on the suspect, which included a photo. He stated due to the 
fluid type of operation, changing of the undercover vehicles observing the location, one 
specific deputy was not designated as the “Hot” radio because you could not have your 
“Hot” radio stuck sitting on the location. He said if they are in the Compton area, they 
generally assign Deputy [EE to coordinate with the Sheriff's Stations in the area 
because he is familiar with the area. He stated because they had numerous locations 
to check, they had no idea how long they were going to be at the location. 
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Sergeant Newsom stated that a person matching the description of the suspect left the 
location and got into a vehicle they did not expect him to get into. He stated Suspect 
Amanal has a brother that looks a lot like him. He stated the suspect was wearing a 
hoodie and they could not make a positive identification of the suspect. He and Deputy 

remained at the location until they had a positive identification that he was 
the suspect they were looking for. He said the undercover units were unable to identify 
the suspect so Deputy Nuques and | were called in to stop the vehicle to identify 
the occupant. Sergeant Newsom said he could hear some of the radio traffic but it was 
limited due to the distance. 


IAB Note: Sergeant Newsom stated they were on Star-tac 4, and it 
is a shared frequency. If they are not on direct, they 
transmit County Wide and the signal is at times too 
strong to be picked up by the closer units. 


Sergeant Newsom stated he could not remember what he heard, but he knew the traffic 
stop did not go as planned. He thought he might have heard something about the 
suspect running but he was not sure. He did hear that his units had been in a shooting 
and he responded to the location. 


Sergeant Newsom arrived on North Pearl Avenue prior to the deputies handcuffing the 
suspect. He also heard Deputy [NEM advise the suspect of his rights and the 
suspect made the statement of buying the gun for thirty dollars five days before. He 
stated they frequently discuss tactics including foot pursuits. He stated they operate in 
other Counties and Jurisdictions, so if they do get into a foot pursuit and they can 
apprehend the suspect quickly and take the suspect into custody, they will give chase. 
If the suspect starts getting over fences and they lose sight of the suspect, they back off 
and have the local department take over the operation. For further Information see 
the transcribed interview located in the transcription section.

received a copy of his Homicide transcripts prior to the interview. For his 
complete verbatim interview, see the attached transcripts included in the IAB case book 
in the transcription section. 


Deputy J stated he was part of the Surveillance and Apprehension Team 1, and 
has been for the last five years. He stated on the day of the shooting, he was assigned 
to be part of the surveillance team. He stated he attended briefing and discussed the 
operation and any tactical issues that they might encounter. He stated he notified 
Compton Station and advised them of the location they were at, and who they were 
looking for. He did this for officer safety in case they put anything out over the radio, the 
station would know who they were and the general area they were in. He stated that 
since the team changes positions frequently he was not designated as the “Hot” radio, 
but since he was familiar with the area he would take charge and put the information 
out. 


Deputy [EJ stated they followed a vehicle away from the location, and the 
takedown car was called in to make the traffic stop. He stated the vehicle stopped in 
the middle of the road and the driver and sole occupant of the vehicle ran from the 
vehicle westbound. He stated he put out over the tactical frequency that the suspect 
was running west from Pearl Avenue and began to switch his radio to SCC access. He 
said in the time it took him to switch over, he estimated five to seven seconds, he heard 
shots being fired. 


Deputy [J stated he immediately broadcasted shots fired and set up a 
containment. He stated he drove to the street west of Pearl Avenue, (North Chester 
Avenue), to take a containment position. He stated there was some confusion at first on 
the proper street, but once units began to arrive, he went back to the location on Pearl 
Avenue. He was met by Sergeant Newsom who said the suspect was shot, and in 
custody, and the deputies were ok. He immediately put that information out over SCC 
access, and requested rescue for the suspect. 
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Deputy EE stated he asked the suspect about the gun and the suspect told him he 
bought the gun for thirty dollars for protection. He was asked about the team’s Less-

After the shooting he heard deputies talking and only 
one deputy said he shot at him one time, when he was shot at three to four times. He 
stated he ran because he was on parole and driving a stolen car. He stated he was a 
former “Willow Street” gang member and is known as “Evil.” 


He stated he never had a gun, but saw the deputies recover one near the garage. He 
denied ever being by that side of the yard, and if he had a gun, the deputies had no 
right to shoot him because he never took it out. For his complete interview refer to 
job number 38183. 
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On November 19, 2012, the Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office issued their 
letter of opinion regarding this shooting incident. The letter concludes with the 
statement, “We conclude that Deputies Carlos Nuques and (EE were 
placed in reasonable fear of imminent danger of death or great bodily harm by Robert 
Amanal's actions and acted lawfully in self-defense and defense of others when they 
used deadly force against Amanal. We are therefore closing our file and will take no 
further action in this manner.” A copy of the letter will be included in the IAB case book 
in the Miscellaneous Documents. 
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
